Math Requirement 
Comes Under Fire

Sacramento State's controversial 
and unpopular mathmatics require- 
ment, long the bane of students trying 
to graduate, may be “subtracted” 
from the academic requisites for 
baccaloreate. 

Students’ complaints have been 
adding up through | - years and have 
mulitplied into a » oblem. Division 
on the question, however, is narrow- 
ing. The Academic Steering Com- 
mittee has been adding up the merits 
of the requirement and will vote on 
the issue in the next two weeks. 

The college presently requires 
students to pass a standard eighth 
grade ACT math test given at the 
time of admission. John Dickinson, 
Director of Curriculum, stated thai 
he felt the requirement tended to be a 
detriment to normal student progress. 

The requirement is not connected 
with any course. As a result a student 
who fails the test must either attend 
a high school refresher course, not 
given on campus, or tutor himself. 

Dickinson said, the board is con- 
silering the matter because many 
students fail the test who otherwise 
have excellent academic records. He 
said a student who fails the test must 
continue taking the test until he has 
passed it 

The results in these cases show 
that progress tends to be in a down- 
ward level, 

Dickinson said some students have 
been known to take the test as many 
as 14 times before passing it. Dick- 
inson said the steering committee on 


academic matters must give approval 
before any action may be taken on 
waiving the requirement. 

The Committee last year voted to 
retain the requirement. The Steering 
Committee at that time stated it 
would retain the requirement to 
insure a well rounded education for 
the student. 

Dickinson stated that if the steer- 
ing committee approves removal of 
the requirement it would still have to 
be voted on by the faculty. He said, 
this could mean approval or rejection 
of the proposed change. 

The math requirement an option of 
the college for graduation has been 
considered foi removal for several 
years. Dickinson said waiving of the 
math test requirement does not affect 
& student's 3-unit math course 
requirement.

Jacobs Outlines 


Poverty

“While our educational standards 
Thirty six million people have had a 
high school education, while those 
who have not had this much educa- 
tion are driven further into the depths 
of poverty.” This was the assertion 
by convocation speaker Paul Jacobs. 

Inamgurating SSC's Eighth Annual 
Social Science Forum, Jacobs de- 
fined the enemies of the poor. The 
real enemies are not just the imper- 
sonal ones such as bad education, 
illiteracy or poor health. They are 
also the real enemies including the 
employers who pay marginal wages, 
farm workers who exploit foreign 
poverty and continue paying sub- 
standard wages. Political leaders are 
included in this group. 

Jacobs included the politicians 
because the fear taking risks and 
thereby defend what he termed 
immoral practices. 

Education 

Speaking on the relation of 
education and poverty in America. 
He pointed out that this relationship 
was similar to that of the hen and the 
egg. “Are the poor badly educated 
because they are poor or are they 
poor because they are badly 
educated?” 

The higher the skill requirements 
of a job, the higher the educational 
requirements demanded of the 
worker, Jacobs said. 

He pointed out that the unemploy- 
ed seldom completed beyond the 
10th grade while the employed mem- 
bers of society had at least a 12th 
grade education. 

“If you were fortunate to have 
been born into the “right” family, you 
have a better chance for a job. Today, 
less than one-fifth of the young 
people whose parents did not gradu- 
ate from high school attend college. 
Yet three-fourths of those whose 
parents did graduate from high school 
did attend college.” 

Minorities 

Jacobs discussed poverty condi- 
tions among minority groups includ- 
ing farm workers and Negroes. 

Farm workers’ children will have 
only 4% per cent of their ranks meet- 
ing the national educational level. 
He said this was not due to any 
inherent intelligence . but rather with 


training in skills and study habits. 

“Negroes have less opportunity 
for education than whites -— despite 
al levels has widened over the last 
ten years,” stated Jacobs. 

In 1963, 22 million non-white 
workers constituted 11 per cent of 
the employed »1d 21 per-cent cf the 
unemployed, he pointed out. 

Education is not the total answer to 
the problem, according to Jacobs. 
He said it was a key factor, but even 
education was hard because of the 
enemies of the poor. 

Criticism 

He critized the agriculturalists in 
the Sacramento Valley for continuing 
to expolit the Braceros and screaming 
that they could not exist without 
these groups. 

Jacobs also critized the job corps 
and other aspects of the anti-poverty 
campaign of the current administra- 
tion. 

“If you are 18 and have been 
arrested, you cannot get in the job 
corps. This also applies to the other 
aspects of the program. Those who 
can be guaranteed to pass the pro- 
gram and probably could get by 
without it—they can get in,” he said. 

“If you got the federal minimum 
wage, you would still be $500 below 
the poverty level ($3000 per year).” 

Ferm Growers 

Criticism was directed at the farm 
growers who claimed that they would 
move out and go out of business if 
they did not have the Braceros. 
Jacobs termed this “nonsense.” 

He criticized the practice of hiring 
the Braceros at low wages and the 
failure of the growers to report their 
wages. He termed the practice as 
immoral. 

The failure of the economy to 
furnish enough jobs for the potential 
labor force was discussed. Jacobs 
pointed out that there are a wealth of 
areas for the creation of new jobs. 
These areas are social services, care 
for the aged, education and health 
care. 

“It is clear that unemployment can 
be cured by creating new jobs — not 
WPA jobs,” he said. 

“To do this requires a positive 
commitment by each member of 
society and the realization that we 
are our brother's keepers,” he 
concluded.

EDITOR'S NOTE —I1 is perhaps ironic to note that in a Podium concerned 
with the college budget we have to admit our “space budget” is limited. For 
this reason, the Hornet decided so print the text of English professor Victor 
Comerchero's latest biast at the budget in two instaliments, the first of which 








appears below: 


I am often told this is a bad year to attack the athletic budget, what witha 
winning football team and all. [t is an interesting argument, for several reasons 


(1) It assumes I am attacking athletics per se, when I am not, though many 
will not believe me. The very arguments used to dismiss me asa rabid athletic 
hater could be used much more effectively to suggest that my opponents 
despise culture and art. But, of course, knowing how wrong they are about me, 
I assume the same arguments turned against them have no validity. 


(2) It suggests that criticism of the budget is an attack against those who 
prosper under it instead of a reasoned opinion that the budget is imbalanced 


(3) It assumes that winning endeavors should be rewarded. But they are 
not—except, that is, in athletics. In other words, we have a double standard 


for Art and Athletics 


We've had winning drama and music departments for ai least two years, 
and what is their reward? Shall we take a look? Please be patient with me. 
I know all of this is old hat for most of you in view of the marvelous job the 
BOD does in keeping the student body informed 


I know some will say that the same holds true for Congress, but that we still 
expect to be kent informed. Bui what are you going to do with finky mal- 
contents like this? Ignore them. 


We were talkjng about rewards. 

My figures are drawn from the 1963-64 and 1964-65 budgets. A copy ts 
available for examination. In 1963-64, the athletic department rewarded their 
athletes with awards and equipment totaling $4,54%. That same year the Fine 
Arts people were rewarded with coffee 


But even more interesting, that year, excluding th. Marching Band which 
is not a “fime art” and should not be used to pad the fine arts budget (but 
more about fine arts and bands later), the TOTAL ALLOCATED BUDGET 
FOR MUSIC AND DRAMA WAS $5,010 


In case those figures boggie the mind, le: me interpret them for you. Ath- 
letics gave out in awards only $400 less than the ENTIRE MUSIC-DRAMA 
ALLOCATED BUDGET, and only $1,055 less than the ENTIRE MUSIC- 
DRAMA-OPERA and CULTURAL PROGRAMS BUDGETS COM- 
BINED. And this amount merely for rewards. 

In 1964-65, things have improved a bit. Athletics gave out in rewards an 
estimated $5,005 (about a 10% increase —in keeping with campus—as a 
euphemistic statistician would say). The music budget (estimated figures 
because requests were slashed) eachuding the Marching Band came to about 
$4,000 (a whopping increase of 25% as our statistician would say), that of 
Drama about $2,400, for 2 TOTAL ALLOCATION to Music and Drama 
of $6,400. 

I know that there are some who will condemn this state of affairs, but what 
can one expect from hydrophobic radicals and finks, who as we know, froth 
at the mouth at the mere mention of athletics. Athletics is American! Jack 
Armstrong! Wheaties, the breakfast of chaunpions! Gillette Blue Blades and 
all that’s best and wholesome in this Great Country. Culture is Finky! 

But let’s be fair and listen to one of the finks. He thinks this kind of dis- 
equilibrium is intolerable, unjust, and indefencible, and he wants a reasoned 
defense of the budget instead of the silence he has been met with 

When he asked why the Cultural Programs Committee's request for $13,500 
in 1964-65 was cut to $4,000, he was told the request was a joke. By another 
member of the BOD he was told that only the athletics department submitted 
a realistic budget. To give away in rewards hali as much money as one 1s 
willing to allocate to Music, Drama, Opera, and Cultural programs is called 
realism.
